NEW YORK. UP)—Huge selling struck the stock market 
today and share prices plunged .?! to -SIO or more, as shout¬ 
ing brokers executed orders in wild confusion. Orders poured 
in from all over the country and from abroad. A total of 2,- 
210,000 shares changed hands in the first hour, the heaviest 

'>volume of trading in four years. 
Commodities sagged in sympathy 
and high grade corporate and gov¬ 
ernment bonds sold importantly 
lower. 

As trading .swung near the third 
hour it was confirmed some of the 
big inve.stment trust.s had switched 
' to the buying side and were tak- 
1 ing blocks of stocks which they 
considered "bargains.” Rumors of 
London buying al.so were heard. 

Whatever was responsible, after 
the first hour's surge of selling 
in which the ticker tape was oft¬ 
en 20 minutes behind the floor 
trading, some prices showed an 
effort at recovery. 

DUSTRESS SALE.S 
Distrcs.s selling of margin ac¬ 
counts, slipped badly by the 
•steady decline in share prices since 
the middle of Augu.st and especial¬ 
ly hurt by yesterday's widespread 
■slump, was blamed by brokens for 
most of the flood of offerings, 
which at times were met with 
few, and in some cases, no answer¬ 
ing bids. 

Foreign orders to sell also 
played an influence, brokers de¬ 
clared, Amsterdam. London and 
Paris markets, which closed earl¬ 
ier in the day because of the time 
difference, were lower, largely as 
result of yesterday's New York 
break. 

Seldom since the “big break” of 
1929 has the .stock exchange wit- 
ne.ssed such scenes of confusion as 
brokers dashed from floor tele¬ 
phones to trading posts with or¬ 
ders to sell. The shouting of bids 
and offers was at times deafen¬ 
ing; the huge trading floor was 
covered with tape and torn mem¬ 
oranda. 

ROOMS CROWDED 

Boardrooms in brokerage houses, 
deserted for months until the Au¬ 
gust slump struck, were crowd¬ 
ed to overflowing with traders 
seeking to protect their accounts 
in the falling market. “Bargain 
hunters" now and then slipped in 
orders for some favored stock sell¬ 
ing at distress levels. 

While many tape watchers ap¬ 
peared an.xious over their commit¬ 
ments, veteran brokers and "cus¬ 
tomers' men” said there was less 
evidence of the fear psychology 
manifested during the panicky pe¬ 
riods of 1929, 1931 and 1932. 

Sightseers flocked to the finan¬ 
cial district and the big building 
at Broad and Wall which houses 
the stock exchange. 

Two blocks away, in the New 
York curb exchange, similar 
scenes took place as stocks listed 
there tumbled in sympathy with 
those on the big board.

Investors Tense 
Here as Ticker 
Records Losses 


SHANGHAI, im — Japanese 
troops launched another major of¬ 
fensive on all Shanghai fronts to¬ 
night, in an apparent effort to 
drive out Chinese forces before the 
Brussels nine-power conference 
convenes at the end of the month 
to seek an end to the Far Eastern 
conflict. 

Chinese said the heaviest attack 
centered in the Tazang sector, now 
the most important salient on the 
Shanghai front. Led by a fleet of 
tanks, the Japanese reached a 
point less then two miles from 
Tazang. 

Chinese asserted Japanese troops 
had killed 3000 male civilians at 
Yangkaohsien, 30 miles north of 
Tatung. 

Chinese troops earlier today 
struck back at Japanese in a sharp 
counter-offensive near Tazang, the 
nerve center of Chinese supply 
lines on the Shanghai front. 

The Chinese sent back word the 
Japanese had lost the half-mile 
gain they had made yesterday in 
one of the most severe engage¬ 
ments of the present w'arfare. In 
that engagement an entire detach¬ 
ment of 1400 Chinese, and 3000 
Japanese were reported killed 
when Japanese attempted to sever 
Chinese food and munitions supply 
routes.

•said the estimated net deficit was 
$2,012,000,000 le.ss than the net 
deficit for last year. 

He also reemphasized his an¬ 
nounced determination to retrench. 
He said no further commitments 
would be made by two agencies 
which in days gone by have 
utilized billions the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Finance Corporation and the 
Public Works Administration. 

The same attitude was voiced 
by the President in a speech last 
night starting the annual commu¬ 
nity chest drive.s. Discussing the 
need for curtailed relief spending, 
he said: 

91UST RETRENCH 

"Unless federal taxes are to be 
greatly increased, the expenditures 
have to be brought within the ex¬ 
isting tax receipts." 

This statement, together with 
the budget figures, again raised 
discussion of possible tax increa.ses 
despite recent administration as¬ 
surances there would be none. 

Members of congre.ss gathering ' 
for their special .se.ssion next 
month were especially concerned 
with this pha.se.

CHICAGO, t^i—D. M. Ladd ol 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion announced today the family 
of Charles S. Ross, retired greet¬ 
ing card manufacturer, had paid 
$50,000 ransom for Ross’ return. 

Ladd’s statement said his de¬ 
partment could give no informa¬ 
tion as to the details of the pay¬ 
ment which "w’as handled entirely 
by the family upon what they be¬ 
lieved to be definite proof they 
were in contact with the kidnap¬ 
ers.” 

Ross was kidnaped 24 days ago 
and at 8 a. m., today the deadline 
set by Mrs. Ross for word from 
the abductors, she had received no 
word from them. 

Failure to free Ross after the 
ransom payment confirmed 
theories the family had been dou¬ 
ble-crossed and Increased fears he 
had died in the hands of his cap- 
tors. 

“We of course could not be a 
party to the payment of a ransom 
in a kidnaping case,” Ladd’s state¬ 
ment said, “and necessarily same 
was handled by the family. As 
we are advised, the family upon 
payment of the money waited foi 
a reasonable period of time be¬

(A*l — The government 
today invited foreign capital to in¬ 
vest in Italy by offering exemp¬ 
tion from inheritance taxes and 
freedom from expropriation in the 
event of war. 

To receive such exemptions, 
capital must be invested before 
Dec. 31, 1939. The freedom from 
inheritance taxes lasts 20 years, 
and the non-expropriation arrange¬ 
ment provides that, in case real 
estate should be taken by the gov¬ 
ernment in the event of war, full 
recompensation would be made.

Clerk's Daughter, Leo 
Sheridan Nominated 

While a hushed group of county 
officials and attorneys crowded 
the supervisors' room today to pay 
tribute to the memory of Joseph 
M. Backs, county clerk who died 
suddenly last night, Basil J. Smith, 
former registration deputy, was 
sleeted by the board to fill Mr. 
Backs’ unexptred term. 

Haste in appointment of a suc¬ 
cessor was made necessary by law. 
The death of the clerk left courts 
and other county offices unable 
to operate. 

HITCHCOCK DECLINES 

Smith was nominated and 
elected after A. J. Hitchcock, sen¬ 
ior in the clerk’s office and chief 
deputy, declined the appointment. 
Smith is next in line in point of 
seniority, having begun his service 
in the office in January, 1925. He 
will serve under the appointment 
until the present term expires next 
year. 

Mrs. Edna Squires, Mr. Backs’ 
daughter who resigned from the 
office last week, and Leo J. Sheri¬ 
dan of Anaheim also were nomi¬ 
nated, the former Supervisor 
Steele Finley and the latter by 
Supervisor Harry D. Riley. They 
each received one vote; while 
Smith was elected by voted of 
Supervisor N. E. West who nom¬ 
inated him. Supervisor John Mit¬ 
chell, who seconded the nomina¬ 
tion, and Chairman Willard Smith 
who oast the deciding vote. 

Smith was recommended by a 
large number of the county’s at¬ 
torneys, represented by Stanley 
Reinhaus, and by the other deputy 
clerks, who were unanimous in 
their recommendation after Hitch¬ 
cock declined to be considered. 

Smith was to take office this 
afternoon, following posting of a 
110,000 bond and being sworn in, 
probably by Presiding Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames. 

Supervisors expressed their grief 
at Mr. Backs’ death. Some of 
their words: 

LOSS OF FRIEND 

Chairman Willard Smith: "We 
feel his loss not only as a county 
official, but more particularly as a 
friend ... we have learned to 
respect him as a man, as a county 
official and in every way.” 

Supervisor N. E. West: "It was 
a very painful and shocking ex¬ 
perience to the board and to the 
entire county to realize the loss of 
our most efficient and universally- 
admired county official.” 

Supervisor Steele Finley: "It is 
a serious and painful duty to have 
to perform, to appoint a successor 
to him.” . 

Supervisor Harry Riley: ’The 
nows of Joe Backs’ passing was 
one of the most serious dissap- 
polntments I ever experienced. I 
have had occasion to meet with 
many groups, and it always-was a 
pleasure to give Joe a boost.” 


PREPARE TO .>IOVE 
BODIES OF 19 VICTIIMS 

SALT LAKE CITY. (A*)—Ex¬ 
hausted workmen started today 
the task of bringing back to civ¬ 
ilization the bodies of the 19 vic¬ 
tims of the nation’s most terrible 
airplane tragedy. 

The bodies, strewn about the 
wreckage of tne onoe-magniflcent 
airliner that struck a ridge 80 
miles east of here late Sunday, 
were found by a searching crew 
headed by Pilot Ralph Johnson of 
the United Air Lines, after his 
fellow pilot, Bob Bergesen, yes¬ 
terday had sighted the wreckage 
from the air. 

Included among the four women 
and 15 men killed were an expect¬ 
ant mother, a noted pathologist, 
and two newsreel men making a 
picture of "The Safety of Trans¬ 
continental Flying.” 

PLANE BURNED 

’’The front part of the plane had 
been burned as though gasoline 
tanks had exploded when the ship 
struck,” .said Johnson. 

■’Several of the bodies appar¬ 
ently shot out through the rose 
of the ship, and some of them 
were burled in deep snow. 

"The wreckage is in an almost 
inaccessible area, and it will be 
very difficult to bring the bodies 
and the mall and recoverable 
plane parts out. 

"Horses and mules will have to 
be used for part of the work, but 
it may be necessary to carry the 
stretchers by hand for part of the

"His was not the gushing back- 
slapping kind of frlend.shlp hut the 
studied reserved type that was 
better appreciated because of its 
sincerity and because you knew 
that what he was doing was the 
right thing to do as he saw It. 

"Everything that Joe did was 
done seriously and thoughtfully 
whether it was as our champion 
footracer in his boyhood, aa tele¬ 
phone manager in his younger 
business career or as a deputy 
and principal in the county offices 
in which he had served during the 
past 25 years.

WASHINGTON. (A>i-^The com¬ 
munications commission opened 
up a huge new field of ra/llo 
transmission today by a wide¬ 
spread reallocation of radio fre¬ 
quencies from 10 to 300,000 kilo¬ 
cycles. 

The order, effective as of Oct. 
13 last, will affect all fields of 
radio communication. 

The reallocation, the commission 
said, brought under regulation “ten 
times the ether space” that pre¬ 
viously has been regulated in the 
United States. 

Heretofore, the commission’s 
rules with respect to the use of 
radio for practical purposes have 
been confined to the .spectrum 
from 10 to 25,000 kilocycles. 

The commission assigned 75 
channels in the band from 41,020 
to 43,980 kilocycles to the "reg¬ 
ular’’ aural, or commercial, broad¬ 
cast stations which up to this time 
have operated on frequencies from 
550 to 1600 kilocycles. 

The commission assigned chan¬ 
nels from 44,000 to 108,000 kilo¬ 
cycles for available television 
service.

ORANGE. - Dean Calvin C. 
Flint of the Santa Ana Junior col¬ 
lege addressed the first meeting 
of the Orange Men’s club for this 
year, telling his listeners that for 
the first time since he started to 
make yearly trips to Europe, peace 
seems to be a possibility.

A Section of the League Palace as Seen by MoonUght 


i An Ameriran Htateaman, Woodrow 
Wilson, conceived the. League of Na¬ 
tions 20 years ago as an instrument 
for world peace. Now, in the face of 
a world crisis, American statesmen 
liav-e approved the League’s stand 
against Japan’s invasion of China. 
Vet this is not the first time the 
Cnited States and the I.eague have 
gone along together. Here Is an 
account of their relationsliip. It is 
the first of three articles.

The $10,000,000 palace of the 
League of Nations on the slopes 
overlooking Lake Leman near 
Geneva, Switzerland is the dream 
in stone of an American Presi¬ 
dent; and American money ($2,- 
j 000,000, contributed by John D. 

I Rockefeller, jr.) went into the con¬ 
struction of its magnificent .li¬ 
brary. 

For centuries men had dreamed 
of an international league to keep 
the peace of the world. There had 
been holy leagues, leagues for war 
and leagues for the promotion of 
trade. But the Idea of a league 
against war remained an unful- 
fiiled hope. 

BORN OF' BI.OODV H.AR 

It could not have been other¬ 
wise in ages when despotic power 
was in the hands of a few mon- 
archs. The American and French 
revolutions unlea.shed forces that 
made po.ssible a concert of people, 
but not until after the bloodiest 
war in history did it take tangible 
form. 

It was President Woodrow Wil-1 
son’s insistence that made the ' 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
an integral part of the peace 
treaties that followed the World 
war. At the councils of the Allies 
he per.sonified the spirit of 
idealism that had taken the 
United States into the war. More 
realistic was Wilson's secretary 
of .state, Robert Lansing, who de¬ 
clared: "War 


I treaties as surely as night follows 
I day.” 

j THE SOLEMN COVENANT 

I War has followed, but in 1919 
few foresaw it. In these solemn 
I words of the Covenant’s preamble 
I the nations of the world looked to 
the future: 

“The High Contracting Par¬ 
ties, 

In order to promote interna¬ 
tional coo]>eration and to achieve 
international peace and security 
By the acceptance of obliga¬ 
tions not to resort to war, 

By the prescription of open, 
just and honorable relations be¬ 
tween nations. 

By the firm establishment of 
the understandings of interna¬ 
tional law as the actual rule of 
conduct among Governments, 

.4nd by the maintenance of 
justice and a scrupulous respect 
for all tre.aty obligations in the 
dealings of organized peoples 
with one another, 

.Agree to this Covenant of the 
league of Nations.” 

There followed 26 articles pro¬ 
viding for membership, represen¬ 
tation, arbitration of disputes. 


humanitarian and allied economic 
fields, holding international con¬ 
ferences on finance and transit, 
health, armaments, intellectual co¬ 
operation, the white slave traffic 
and the illicit opium trade. In 
many of these, and in the work of 
the International Labor Organi¬ 
zation, a League subsidiary, the 
United States has taken an active 
part, paying its own way. 

The League has a representa¬ 
tive assembly which meets once 
a year; a permanent council meet¬ 
ing every third month, and a per¬ 
manent secretariat. 

-MEMBERS PUT UP GOLD 

Members of the League pay an 
annual contribution in gold francs. 
Great Britain, for 1937, paid 2,- 
490,531 gold francs. The Domin¬ 
ions added to this total. France 
paid 1.844,838 gold francs. Af¬ 
ghanistan paid only 23,060 gold 
francs. 

The franc has a current ex¬ 
change value of 32.67 cents, being 
based on the Swiss gold franc be¬ 
fore devaluation. 

It is in the international politi¬ 
cal arena that the League’s works 
have been scrutinized most close¬ 
ly, applauded most and con¬ 
demned most severely. Its detrac¬ 
tors early charged it was a tool for 
the maintenance of the status quo 
in Europe after the World war. 

Its apologists, first reading the 
roll of its good deeds, shake heads 
over the fact that the world’s lead¬ 
ing power, the United States, has 
chosen to remain aloof. 


Latest inventon to help detec¬ 
tives is a new dictaphone that 
can be attached at the outside 
of a house on the wall next to 
a telephone. It will register all 
incoming and outgoing conver¬ 
sations and doesn’t violate the 
law which says no telephone 
wires can be tapped.

NAMED FOR A BEDBUG . . . 

For as little as $10,000 you 
might be able to pick yourself up 
a chinchilla coat, but It would be 
a real bargain. A first class, full 
length chinchilla coat costs around 
$30,000. Yet, strange as It seems, 
the little rodents that supply the 
fur for these rather high-priced 
wind breakers derive their name 
from that of the lowly bedbug. 
It Is taken from the Spanish word 
“chinche,” because of a certain 
odor given off by the chinchilla 
similar to that of the bedbug. 

So rare Is the chinchilla that 
only one chinchilla coat, consisting 
of about 140 pelts. Is made in sev¬ 
eral years. The animal’s only 
natural habitat Is high In the An¬ 
des of Chile and Peru, but for the 
past few years a successful chln- 
chflla farm has been conducted In 
Inglewood, California, by M. F. 
Chapman. First to successfully 
'transport the delicate rodent to 
the United States alive, Mr. Chap¬ 
man now has 1250 of them, bred 
from the dozen he imported from 
South America. Chinchillas sell 
for $3200 a breeding pair and their 
pelts are worth from $200 up.

Pride in Our Schools 

We Americans are pretty generally “proud of our 
schools,” and it is something of a shock to come across 
these facts in a series of articles in the Christian Science 
Monitor: 

One-fourth of the teachers in the United States are 
forced to feed, shelter and clothe themselves and their 
families on $2 a day or less. 

Nearly half of the adults in the United States have not 
finished elementary school. 

College graduates number but 3 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s adult population. 

No education facilities whatever are provided for 
some 2,750,000 children in the United States. 

One writer in the Monitor series asks the question, 
“Have credits and grades been made more important in 
the schools than the development of integrity and honor?” 
The obvious answer to that inquiry is “Yes.” 

To all this might be added the deplorable fact that 
right here in Santa Ana under-nourished children last 
year fainted from hunger at their desks, and the board 
of supervisors refused to do anything about it, even 
though school authorities pointed out that California’s 
rigid school code prohibited spending school funds for aid¬ 
ing the miserable youngsters. 

We are proud of other things about our schools, not¬ 
withstanding—and no doubt we have a right to be. 

Schools have progressed a long way since the day of 
the little red schoolhouse with its one crowded room. 

But schools also have a long way to go before they 
will be covering the nation or giving ideal service, or 
before they are making honor and integrity as important 
as grades and credits. 

Let’s be proud of our schools; but also we must be 
sure our national educational system does not stop in mid- 
ccurse on its way to a complete and perfect ideal.

The Criminal and Parole 

The revolting criminal record of Rudolph Goetz, 
charged with raping a 13-year-old girl, was printed yes¬ 
terday in this newspaper. 

Goetz got his first known jail sentence in 1923 for 
disturbing the peace. Others followed, the charges rang¬ 
ing from bootlegging to fraud. 

His latest sentence to San Quentin was cut short by 
the parole board. 

And now you have the climax of a wretched record in 
the charge that here last week he assaulted a young girl 
under conditions unprintable in any decent newspaper. 

Reason for listing Goetz’s 20 conflicts with the law 
in 15 years and for this editorial, is simply to illustrate 
what so often happens when a confirmed criminal is al¬ 
lowed to have free run of society. 

We do not know if Goetz is guilty of this new charge. 
We hope he is not. 

But if he is guilty and is returned to the penitentiary, 
the good citizens of Santa Ana should take it upon them¬ 
selves to see that the parole board is extremely careful 
whom it frees in the future. 

California is overrun today by dangerous criminals 
who have been given their liberty by the parole board. 

There are two classes of nations—those seeking 
world peace and those seeking world pieces. 

Business Methods in Government 

Somewhere in Orange county there puffs a giant 
power shovel, with dragline and trailer, which cost the 
taxpayers $8214.25. 

That shovel, we understand, was purchased by the 
board of supervisors, without calling for bids, with funds 
taken from Alamitos, East Tustin and Katella storm dis¬ 
tricts. 

The price may have been the best and lowest obtain¬ 
able. 

But, if we understand the law and the transaction 
correctly, the purchase was illegal because the flood con¬ 
trol act says that supervisors must call for bids on pur¬ 
chases of more than $1500. 

We have no wish to upset a deal that has already 
gone through, since the shovel has been paid for and is 
in use. 

It is important, however, for the supervisors always 
to stick closely to the procedure outlined by the law in all 
matters relating to conduct of their office. 

Otherwise, they will merely increase their reputation 
for unbusiness-like methods and invite new legal and fi¬ 
nancial trouble for the county.
